JURORS GIVEN A CHANCE TO ENJOY THE 
FALL FESTIVITIES, 


Judges Miller, Brewer and Thayer to Sit 
Next Week, However, in Equity Cases— 
A Granger's Mild Suggestion at the Ex- 
pense of Uncle Sam—An Interruption in 
Court To-Day—Docket Driftings. 


There wasalarge gathering of the Federal 
bar this morning in the United States Circuit 
Court, pursuant to the announcement from 
the bench that the equity and jury-waived 
docket would be called for disposition 
of the cases, Mr. Justice Miller 
of the United states Supreme Court 
will arrive here on Monday morning 
and will remain forone week to give an op 
portunity for hearings before a full bench.

St. Louis Railroads Preparing for Enormous 
Passenger Traffic—Low Southern Rates. 


„Here, sald the master of transportation 
of one of the St. Louis railroads, as he threw 
down atelegram from Cincinnati stating that 
two cars had been sent sent him out of the 
shop there, this is the way we have to hustle 
to get cars for next week. I heard that a 
couple of coaches belonging to a road out 
West were in the shops there and I tele- 
graphed forthem and got them, but there are 


few to be had. 

The St. Louis roads are levying on the coun- 
try for equipment to handle the business ex: 

ected next week. The Wabash went to work 
Bystematically to get coaches, and borrowed 
them from every direction and distance. They 
asked about one hundred roads for help, but 
at present there is none to be had, as every 
road has need of them. 
„he trouble is,’’ said an Assistant General 
Passenger Agent, that the business is 80 
heavy now. There isa perfect rage for ex- 
cursions and there are hundreds of them in 
every direction, so that the roads are now 
taxed to take care of their trafiic. The at- 
tractions are greater this year than they 


ever were and the railroad men pre- 
dict that St. Louis will see crowds 
such as never have been dreamed of. 


For once the city has been given rates such as 
it never had before and there can be no com- 
plainton that score. It is the first time that 
the city has been given the advantage of such 
rates. There is nota road except the South. 
ern roadsrunning in St. Louis that has not 
had requests for special cars and transporta- 
tion enough to keep them busy and, of 
course, this represents onlya partof the 
actual traffic which will develop. 

The roads from every direction will get 
benefits from the travel, because, while the 
Bouthern roads will not have much to do next 
week, they will have plentyto do the week 
after. The Southern roads anticipate an over- 
whelming business during President and 
Mrs. Cleveland’s visit. 


Low Southern Rates. 


The Mobile & Ohio road is making extremely 
low rates in its territory. It gives a round 
trip rate of & from Atlanta, Chattanooga and 
surrounding points and of 1 cent per mile over 


the rest of itsline. It is claimed that this 
is done because the Louisville & Nash- 
Fille made a rate independently of the 


other roads and without consulting them. 
The Louisville & Nashville has not met the 
rate, butitissaid thatthe road may make it 
dificult for the M. & O. to give this rate by 
charging full fare over the parts of its line 
used by the M. The tickets are good 
coming until October 5, and returning until 
October 28. The single tickets from Atlanta 
are $17.50, and so it will be seen how stupen- 
dous the cut is.

WANT PENSIONS. 


To-Day’s Session of the Union Ex-Prisoners’ 
Association at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, September 23.—At this morning's 
session of the Union ex-Prisoners Association 
a resolution recommending the reorgani- 
gation of the association was adopted. 


The contemplated change consists in doing 
vey with the State associations and requiring 
all local associations to report directly to 
the national body. resolution was 
also adopted, which recommends that a Dill 
be drafted, presented to the G. A. R. for in- 
dorsement, and then placed before Congress, 
calling for pension for all prisoners. Those 
who were in prison three months to receive 
quarter pension; six months, half pension; 
nine months, three-quarter pension, and those 
more than nine months full pension. Also to 
receive an allowance of #2 per day for all the 
time spentin prisons. This bill will be con- 
sidered by the members of the G. A. R. at the 
St. Louls convention. 


PENSION PAYMENTS. 


Government Officers Against the Proposed 
Monthly Disbursements. 


The proposition just sprung to pay pensions 
monthly instead of yearly, as at pres 
ent, was the subject of some discus- 
sion at the Government building. Assistant- 


Treasurer Shultz said: The scheme does not 
look feasible to me. There are now over 
400 , 000 nsioners, and the paying 
off of this number monthly would involve an 
amount of clerical labor which would be 
very expensive. In my own force I would 
have to have an increase of at 
at least 50 per cent. Again, there would be 
many losses which, would cause 1 
vast amount of inconvenience. For 
instance, pensioners’ checks are 
etting lost in transmission and if the num- 
ber were trebled one can readily imagine the 
trouble that would be caused.’’ 

Pension Examiner Galbraith did not believe 
the plan practicable unless all pensioners were 
paid at one piace.

Gampschmidt 
said she had been living there but six months 
and hence knows nothing of the history of the 
house, which is a one-story frame 
strncture. It has changed hands several times 
within the past ten years.

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THE PERSIAN WOMAN. 


SHE IS MARRIED AT FOURTEEN AND AT 
THIRTY IS FADED. 


Her Eyebrows Must Meet to Make Her At- 
tractive—A Glance Behind the Eastern 
Veil. 


From the St. James’s Gazette. 


Eastern women are pitied as unha ppy 
beings on the theory that they are im- 
2 in a gilded cage closely gua rded 

y very ugly eunuchs, and reduced to 
— their time in attempting to catch 
the smiles of a jealous lord, as they sprawl 
in graceful attitudes on silken cu shions. 
Their only other occupation is understood 
to be devouring immense quantities of 
sweetmeats in order to become corpulent; 
their only amusement the pleasure of 
poisoning rival wives and hearing in- 
terminable stories of the ‘‘Arabian 
Nights’’ pattern. 

It is true that with the Turk beauty 
must be fat. It is not so, however, with the 
Persian; he has the appreciation of a 
connoisseur for the juste millieu. A stout 
woman in Persia is spoken of as an ele- 
phant,’’ while the leaner ones are gen- 
erally called ‘‘camels.’’ Though they 
deal largely in hyperbole the Persians 
do noj mince matters in speaking of the 
fair sex. 

The veil, whichis habitually worn out 
of doors even by the very poor in all great 
towns in Persia, though its use is un- 
known among the tribes who form at least 
a third of the whole population, is clung 
to by the women as a privilege; it isin 
fact adomino. The Persian woman out 
of doors is unrecognizable even by her 
husband. She sees without being seen, 
and in the veil itis impossible to detect 
the age of the wearer. As the Persian 
lady is nearly always married at 14, she 
begins to fade at 27 at latest, at 30 she ap- 
pears 50, and there are only two dentists 
in the whole of Persia. 

Polygamy is the luxury of the rich; with 
the upper and middle classes bigamy is 
therule. A man’s first alliance is a mar- 
riage de convenance, the second either a 
marriage for love or for the gratification 
of vanity. When your Persian brings 
home asecond wife there is usually a 
scene which lasts for a week or two; there 
is a struggle for supremacy, but it is soon 
over. Both wivesdo their best to please 


the master of the house, but they 
not attempt to poison each other 
unless in very exceptional circum- 


stances. But Persian ladies still believe 
in the efficacy of love philters, and many 
an abomination is secretly administered 
to unfortunate husbands. Happily, the 
love philter, though usually composed of 
horrible ingredients, is quite harmless. 

The bath takes up a good deal of the 
time of all Persian women. Even the 
poorest will attend the Hamman at least 
once a week. For tbe lady the bath is one 
of the serious affairs of life and takes u 
daily from two to four hours of her time. It 
is something morethan our idea of a bath. 
The victim is scraped and rubbed and par- 
boiled. The soles of the feet are pumiced 
until they are as soft and tender as those 
ofa little child. The hair is thoroughly 
washed by means of hot water and the 
sapohaceous clay for which Shiraz is cele- 
brated. Then the attendants mix in a 
brazen bowl the aromatic henna with the 
requisite amount of lemon juice, till a 
brown paste of the consistency of gruel is 
produced, and several handfuls of the re- 
pulsive looking compound are smeared 
over the lady’s head. Then the hair, 
collected into a mass, is bound up in cab- 
bage leaves. Small quantities of the dye 
are smeared over the eyebrows; the soles 
of the feet, the toes, the palms of the hands 
and the finger-tips are also covered with 
it. And now the lady has to sit perfectly 
still for from one to three hours, till, like 
a meerschaum pipe, she colors;fand it is 
exactly the color obtained on the best 
specimens of the pipes that is most fash- 
ionable among the Persian ladies. Da 
after day the bath is thronged wit 
women, each sitting perfectly still for the 
color to ‘‘take.’’ But they have their re- 
ward, for the henna dyes the hair a beau- 
tiful deep warm chestnut; hencegray hair 
is unknown among Persian ladies. 


While the coloring process has been 
going on tongnes have been running and 
a good deal of scandal has been ex- 
changed. The female barber with a pair 
of tweezers has removed every outlying 
hair from the region of the lady’s eye- 
brows. Itis the ambition of every Per- 
sian woman that her eyebrows shall meet, 
or at least appear to do so. So attractive 
are eyebrows that meet that they are 
called the bridge of love.“ The first 
care, then, of the Persian beauty is with a 
little pencil of antimony to unite her eye- 
brows, and then she proceeds to make 
them appear of unnatural thickness. Her 
eyelashes are penciled, too, in a manner not 
unknown to our own countrywomen. By 
this time the lady will have smoked many 
kalians or water pipes, she will have par- 
taken of tea and regaled herself with 


her hair, exceptin front, perhaps, when 
two heavy love-locks are left on either 
side of the face. The ladies now return 
home to their noonday breakfasts. After 
breakfast there is generally a siesta, and 
this in a hot country is almost a necessity. 
About 4 tea and pipes appear; and then 
the lady receives callers, or pays visits, or 
perhaps does a little shopping, or takes the 
air mounted on her ambling mule ora 
donkey of snowy whiteness.

PORGED CONFESSIONS. 

We do not believe that the Dingfelder 
testimony strengthened the evidence on 
which MAXWELL or Brooxs was found 
guilty of the murder of PRELLER. With- 
out it the evidence of the prisoner’s guilt 
was abundant and conclusive, and there- 
fore that disgraceful episode of the trial 
was not a sufficient ground for setting 
aside the verdict. 

But we do endorse the strong language 
quoted in another column in which Judge 
SHERWOOD of the Supreme Court con- 
demns such villainous processes of manu- 
facturing evidence against a prisoner,and 
we agree with him that no court of justice 
should ever again permit such a travesty 
of judicial proceedings. 

The alleged confession of the accused 
was obtained by such collusion and fraud 
as made it morally equivalent to a for- 
gery, and the witness to it confessed 
enough to utterly discredit his testimony. 
If the verdict rested on such evidence, 
allowing it to stand would be an aggra- 
vated violation of the Constitutional 
guaranty that no person on trial for crime 
shall be compelled to be a witness against 
himself. 

Between a confession extorted by means 
of the rack and one that is forged or man- 
ufactured by the Dingfelder process, 
there is no moral difference, so far as the 
ends of justice are concerned. Either 
would nullify the Constitutional guaranty. 
And if it could be shown tothe sat- 
isfaction of the United States Supreme 
Court that our Missouri Supreme Court 
had sustained a verdict resting on 
such evidence, procured by such 
means, the point that the pris- 
oner had been ‘‘denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws“ would seem to be 
pretty well established as a matter of 
fact.

An Australian Cure for Diphtheria. 


Correspondence of the Cleveland Leader. 

As diphtheria, that dread disease, is very 
prevalent as well as fatal, it may do some 
good and perhaps save a life or two by pub- 
lishing the fact that a few years ago, in view 
of the fatal scourges of diphtheria in Austra- 
lia, the Government offered a reward of $25,000 
for any certain method ofcure. Among other 
sesponses was that of Dr. Greathead, which, 
it is asserted, when the case has not advanced 
to a nearly fatal termination, cures the patient 
in almost every instance. It is simply four 
drops of sulphuric acid in three-quarters of a 
tumbler of water, for an adult, taken at inter- 
vals not stated. Less for a child. The result 
is said to be coagulation of the diphtheric 
membrane and its ready removal by vomiting 
and coughing. This remedy is simple enough 
and certainly worth a trial where other rem- 
edies fail. 


ANOTHER. 

In a report to the French Academy of Medi- 
cine, Dr. Delthell stated that the vapors of 
liquid tar and turpentine would dissolve the 
fibrinous exhalations which choke up the 
throat in croup and diphtheria. He describes 
the process thus: 

Take equal parts (say two tablespoonfuls) 
of turpentine and liquid tar, put them into a 
tin pan or cup and set fire to the mixture, 
taking care to have a large pan under it as a 
safeguard against fire. A dense resinoua 
smoke arises, making the room dark. The 
patient immediately seems to experience re- 
lief; the choking and the rattle stop; the pa- 
tient falls into a slumber and seems to inhale 
the smoke with pleasure. The fibrinous 
membrane soon becomes detached, and the 
patient coughs up microbiedes. These when 
caught in a glass may be seen to dissolve in 
the smoke. Inthe course of three days the 
patient entirely recovers.’’

One would suppose that people would weary 
of going night after night to one place. They 
do of everything else that has ever been here 
except the Exposition, but they never appear 
to weary of it. They go there night after night 
and week after week and never complain of 
being tired of the place.

In the first 
place the show is so vast that it 
is impossible to take in more than 
a small part of it in one evening. The next 
evening they can spend their time at another 
feature of the place, and so on until they 
have seen them all thoroughly.

THE PACIFIC INVESTIGATION, 


Mr. Huntington Concludes His Testimony 
Before the Commission. 


NEW YORK, September 23.—The examina- 
tion of Mr. Huntington was resumed by the 
Pacific Railroad Commission yesterday. Let- 
ters of Huntington’s were produced, one com- 
menting on the advisability of purchasing 
Senator Jones’ road, so as to induce bim to 
favor the Northern and Union Pacific sinking: 
fund bill. 


Jones was hard up at the time,and he (Hunt- 
ington) knew thatthe taking of one road off 
his hands would increase his interest inthe 
other. Another letter set forth Mr. Hurting- 
ton’s opinions of the Congress of 1878, which 
he called an pee camp, composed of 
the worst body of men ever got together in 
the country.’’

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“CORDELIA’S ASPIRATIONS." 


Edward Harrigan Keeps an Audience Roar- 
ing at the Olympic—Amusement Notes. 


Edward Harrigan was at his best last night, 
and the large assemblage of persons who 
spent the evening with Mr. and Mrs. Dan Mul- 
gan attheir Madison avenue mansion in the 
Olympie had a jolly time of it, and laughed 
until they were hoarse. 

Much is said of the difference between 
**Oordelia’s Aspirations’ and Old Lavender, 
and there is a difference undoubtedly. One is 
a satirical farce, a little broad at times, but 
incisive and bright and filled with entertain- 
ment, while the other is a more serious effort 
and rather a comedy-drama. 

One is devoted to the development and throw- 
ing into bold relief of the figure of ‘‘Laven- 
der,’’ while the other makes the fun and the 
satire more prominent. 

Yet at bottom the hand that made ‘‘Lay- 
ender’’ and the hand that fashioned or- 
delia’’ are recognized asthesame. Just as 
farasa farce permits is character developed 
in the latter, and that gentle, serious touch of 
the emotional side of human nature, without 
which any drama, whether farce, comedy or 
tragedy, is sounding brass, is blended with its 
ridicule, 

This is one of Mr. Harrigan’s distinctive 
features, and it provesthe genuineness of his 
humor and the essential fineness of his nature. 
The trite saying about the kinship of laughter 
and tears is too true for any one to neglect it 
even in the midst of wildest hilarity. That 
very situation which is fullest of humor has 
almost invariably a pathetic side and is based 
on human misfortune or disaster. The com- 
edian must touch the heart to open the springs 
of the finest mirth and to avoid creating 
simply a passing show and laughter that is a 
hollow mockery. 

The grip of Fug on his audiences is not 
only because his situation is intensely amus- 
ing, but because it is also In a degree pathetic, 
because he isa man with a heart in him with 
whom one can sympathize while enjoying the 
sport at his expense. The touch of emotion 
atthe memory of the old days when he had 
only the cheering help and affection of Cor.- 
delia, the love for the old cosy chair and dad’s 
dinner-pail lift the play out of the plan of 
farces built for laughing purposes onjy and 
make it a page from life. 

As a satire on the noveau riche in American 
society melange, giving the picture of people 
trying to put on style and be considered what 
they are not, it is delightful,and the situations 
and clever lines kept the audience in a roar.

12: *‘There is a large number of foolish Amer- 


of want and suffering among peonle of this 


day that he had heard of more pitiable cases 
of suffering since his occupancy of office than 
he had ever heard of before in his life. The 
fact can not be too widely published that Eu- 
rope is no place for American workingmen. 
If they come over here with positions secured 
in advance, they still run the risk 
of being exposed in the end to 
poverty and distress. Once their places are 
lost it seems almost impossible for them to get 
a foothold again. I had yesterday given to me 
one of the worst cases I have known for some 
time. It was the story of an American elec- 
trielan Who came over on a contract to engage 


in Paris. He brought with him his wife and 
twochildren. Fora time they fared very well 
at Paris, but then the French employes of the 
company set up a protest against the employ- 
ment of foreigners, and the rebellion was so 
great that he was dismissed. This electrician 
had at that time some money ahead and in- 
stead of going home with it he came over to 
England and went to the little village of Deal,

born. The wife and the two children are 
managing to maintain existence in this village 
through the kindness of neighbors.

Two or three weeks ago a hollow-cheeked,

two or three hundred in number. 
The majority of these people are tramps 
and vagrants, but there is a large 
percentage of well-educated and skillful 
workingmen among them. This electrician 
whom I mentioned said that a great difficulty 
in his way was that he never could get to see 
any one. He was ready to do any kind of 
work, but the heads of all establishments vis- 
ited are absolutely inaccessible to the appli- 
cant for work. 
STREET BRIGANDS. 

„The crowd of people in Trafalgar square 
contains also a number of the criminal classes, 
who use this square as a meeting place for 
night marauding. The Strand, after Io clock 
is patrolled by street brigands. The police 
apparently hold to the theory that respect- 
able people have no business to be out 
in the streets after midnight, and if they 
are, must look after themselves, so that for 
the past two or three days many cases of rob- 
be have occurred in the street after 1 
o’clock. The worst of the brigands are wo- 
men. One ofthe leading shopkeepers in the 
Strand says hardly a night passes that some 
one is not robbed directly in front of his place, 
His shop is within five minutes’ walk of Scot- 
land Yard. The female street brigands travel 
in pairs. They always attack an elderly man. 
These women are strong and active. They 
will pounce on their prey as quick asa flush, 
under some pretext of fond endearment, and 
then take his watch or pocket-book and make 
off with it before he is conscious of what they 
are ing todo. The police who parade the 
Strand pay no attention. Since the Miss Cass 
case they will not touch any of the women 
who walk the streets for criminal purposes, 
unless their victims are willing to prefer 
charges and to appear in court as prosecutors, 
Not one in a hundred of the victims but 
would rather pocket the loss than appear in 
the courts as prosecutor. The man who is 
robbed by women in the streets feels that he 
is an object of ridicule and that formal a 
ance in the courts will only add toit.

GERMAN CATHOLIC LAYMEN DETERMINED 
TO PARADE. 


Signatures Solicjted for Another Conven- 
tion—The Position of the Laity Defined— 
Dr. Niccolls’ Relation to Seminary Work 
—The Position Proffered a Patched-Up 
Chair—The Meeting To-Night—Business 
Before the Evangelical Alliance Mon- 
day—Pulpit Points. 


The meeting of German Catholics at St. 
Mary’s school hall last Monday night does not 
appear to have put a quietus on German par- 
ticipation in the Papa! Jubilee parade, which 
is to come off Sunday, October 2. 
There are some who have been 
asserting the last few days that the vote on 
the motion to rescind the resolution to keep 
out of the parade would really have shown a 
majority in favor of rescinding if it had been 
counted right. Instead of being 37 to 
41, as announced, it is alleged the 
vote stood 43 to 41 in favor of 
rescinding. The feeling that the decision 
of the meeting was not final has been widely

about 1. 200. 000, 000 bu. Oonsequently 
stocks at the principal ports of the kingdom 
have probably increased to thatextent. This, 
however, should not be regarded asa bear 
argument, for it is usual for stocks to increase 
at this period of the year, owing to the heavy 
imports of new Alnerican winter wheat and to 
liberal deliveries from home-grown supplies. 
Norm Ream was a personal seller of wheat 
iu Chicago to-day.—Mail advices from 
Georgia are to the diet that the top cotton 
yg is acomplete failure in Terrell Coun- 
ty. Warehousemen and buyers at 
Macon say that the crop is cut off one- 
third. At Macon and Bibb the 
drouth is dreadful and crops are burn- 
ing up for the lack of rain. If the drouth is 
not broken in a few days the cotten crop wil! 
be done, so says the Savannah News. The 
following is said to be the condition of the 
crop around Greenville, Miss.: From Malone 
to Concordia, a full crop and _ fair 
crops, generally, with the exception of Con- 
cordia to Rosedale, where a loss of 15 per cent 
is expected.

DETROIT, Mich. , September 23.—Mr. Von der 
Ahe left here for St. Louis last night after 
having made all arrangements possible un- 
til further advices were received from East- 
ern cities. It was agreed between him and 
President Stearns that fifteen championship 
games be played, the opening game to 
be at St. Louis on October 10, 
and only one game to be played there if Spald - 
ing lets in Chicago, otherwise two. Then are 
to follow Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg. These were all the citles definitely 
settled on. Those in abeyance that have been 
given out are Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
New York and the Metropolitan 
grounds at Staten Island. Nego- 
tiations are pending with three other 
cities, but Mr. Stearns declines to name them 
for the present. All telegrams will go to Mr. 
Von der Ahe at St. Louis, and matters have 
been left in his hands for arrangement. The 
trouble with the Detroit players has been com- 
promised by an agreement to give them $400 
in any event and $500each in case they win. 
The team picked out to gois: Conway, Get- 
zein, Baldwin, pitchers; Bennett, Ganzel, 
catchers; Brouthers, Dunlap, White, base- 
men; Rowe, short; Richardson, Hanlon, 
Thompson, fielders; Twitchell, substitute.

THOSE POSTPONED GAMES. 


President Spalding Understands How the 
League Machinery Will Werk. 


President Spalding of Chicago, has threat- 
ened to break into the rules of the League and 
to play the Boston postponed games on the 
Chicago grounds, despite the vote of Presi- 
dent Stearns of Detroit to the contrary. He 
says that he will play the games on the Chi- 
cago grounds, take the risks attaching to 


the fracture of the rules on the sub- 
ject and then bring up the question 
as to its justice in the next meeting of the Na- 
tional Leacue, suggesting that the subject will 
be the cause of aspirited and interesting de- 


ate. 

Mr. Spalding seems determined in this 
course, und the resultof the contests with 
Boston may in a great measure serve to influ- 
ence the winning of the League champion- 
ship. Of course the chances are immeasura- 
bly in Detroit’s favor, but Spalding sees that 
there is a chance, and it is his character 
not to let anything escape by which 
he can hope to further his own interests. 
There is another feature of this affair, and 
one, by the way, which cannot be overlooked. 
It is the feeling which exists between the two 
clubs, Boston and Detr it. As between De- 
troit and Stearns and Chicavo and Spaldiny, 
the managers of the Boston team have no 
choice—the vote would goto Spalding and to 
Chicago. Not only this, but there isa bitter- 
ness of feeling betweenthe players on the 
Boston team and the players on the Detroit 


team which would move the former 
club to almost any action in 
order to draw the pennant away 


from the Wolverines. Thecry that there is 
absolutely no ‘‘crookedness’’ inthe national 
game might be raised at this intimation, but 
there is nothing inthe nature of either the 
Boston players orthe Chicago players too 
elevated to prevent them from losing a game 
by apparently natural weaknesses or errors 
when the work would be a sour@e of 
intense gratification to the players them- 
selves and to their managers. Detroit 
and Mr. Stearns are the most unpopular 
club and manager in the League and any man- 
euvre which could be made to the dscom- 
fiture of the club and its President would be 
winked at by allthe managers in the League. 
This Mr. Spaiding understands only too well 
when he makes the bold proposition to violate 
fixed rules at a risk and then submit his action 
tothe League. Ifthese postponed games sway 
the championship to Chicago (the chances are 
100 to 1 that they will not), Mr. Spalding 
will grab the pennant, submit the whole case 
to the League and be honorably acquitted by 
the enemies of Stearns and Detroit. 

The whole scheme is worthy the brain of the 
Chicago manager, and shows the trickery to 
which he will always resort whenever he sees 
that its use will redound either directly or in- 
directly to his own benefit.

THE THISTLE, 


The Length of Her Water-Line Creates a 
Great Sensation, 

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, September 23,—There was a 
sensation in the rooms of the New York Yacht 
Club last evening. The official measurement 
ofthe Thistle disclosed the fact that she is 
nearly a foot and a half longer on the water 
line than she was represented to be by the 
figures given in the challenge, and the ques- 
tion was raised whether she would be allowed 
to sail the races in her present condition. The 
question is an important one, as it affects the 
amount of ballast the challenged boat can 


carry. The Thistle was represented to 
be eighty-five feet on the water 
line. Mr. Hyslop’s measurement sbows 


her to be 8.44 feet on the water line. The 
exc ess is explained by the fact that when she 
first came out it was discovered that she was 
too heavily sparred and her ballast was in- 
creased so as to make her carry hersail. How 
many tons of ballast were added is not known, 
except that over a ton has been put in her 
since her arrival in this port. At any rate 
the effect has been to sink her deeper in tbe 
water and 

LENGTHEN THE WATER LINE. 

The following is the provision of the deed of 
gitt covering the point in question: 
‘*Accompanying the six months’ notice 
there must be a Custom-house receipt of 


measurement and a statement of dimensions, 
rig and value of the vessel.’’ 
An informal discussion of the matter was 
beld last evening in the club-room between 
Gov. Kortrigut and Stephen Peabody and Gen. 
Paine and Mr. Burgess. The last two named 
gentleman had calied at the club-rooms to see 
the measurements. Some one suggested to

If anybody should take action inthe matter, 
he added, it was the Regatta Committee. Mr. 
Peabody expressed himself in favor of bring- 
ing the matter tothe attention of Vice-Com- 
modore Bell. The matter was discussed for 
nearly an hour, but as the committee was not 
in formal session no definite action was 
decided on. 

CONSIDERING THE MATTER. 
It is probable, however, that a meeting of 
the committee will be held to-day to consider 
the matter. The question is really a very seri- 
ous one for the Thistle, and she can scarcely 
carry her canvas now in a strong breeze and if 
she is required to take out enough to bring her 
tathe challenge measurement she will in all 
probability not be able to carry it all except in 
light wind.

IT SHOULD BE SPURNED. 


Judge Sherwood’s Vigorous Denunciation of 
the Dingfelder Device in the Maxwell Case. 


Judge T. A. Sherwood, who filed a dissent- 
ing opinion in the Maxwell case when a ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court affirmed the sen- 
tence of the trial court, recently filed a further 
dissenting opinion,opcning with this sentence: 
‘*I continue to dissent. The first eight pages 
of this rather lengthy document are devoted 
to a discussion of the pointon which he pre- 
viously differed from the majority concerning 


the duty of the trial court judge to fully in- 
struct the jury on all the law arising in the 


case. He discusses the origin of the Missouri 
statute that makes it a duty of ‘‘the 
Court to instruct the jury in writing 


upon all questions of law arisingin the case, 
which itis necssary for their information in 
giving their verdict.’" His associates, Judge 
Sherwood says, claim this statute was bor- 
rowed from Indiana, but he is informed by 
Judge Kelly, who was engaged upon the re- 
vision of 1879, that the statute was obtained 


from Kansas. He makes a compari- 
son of these _ statutes. In concluding 
his remarks upon this point he 
says: A judge ofa trial court, guided by the 


precedent here furnished (in the majority 
n unless otherwise requested, may sit 
like a sphinx while the issues of life and death 
are being passed on before him, and may let 


the jury guess at the law. Such a ruling 
shall not have my sanction; it 
flies into the face of long  estab- 
lished precedent, nullines a plainly 


worded, mandatory statute, and defeats the 
ends of public justice, which require a fair and 
impartial trial, something unattainable except 
the jury be properly and fully instructed. 
THE DINGFELDER DEVICE. 

In a former dissenting opinion,’’ continues 
Judge Sherwood, I spoke of the _ tes- 
timony of Dingfelder, the assumed name 
of the detective, John F. McCullough, who 
testified asto the extra-judicial confessions 
made by the defendant, while the detective 
wasin jail with him. In thatopinion I held 
that the testimony of the detective should 
not have gone to the jury without acautionary 
instruction as to the credibility to be attached 
to it, similarto an instruction in relation to 
the testimony of an accomplice; but upon 
more mature reflection I am _ satisfied I 
should have taken a more advanced position. 
The detective by a previous arrangement and 
concert of action between Circuit-Attorney 
Clover, and Assistant-Circuit- Attorney 
McDonald and Furlong, forged the name of 
Morris toa check, was arrested, per agree- 
ment, on awarrant duly issued, indicted for 
forgery on testimony which was _ really 
false, but believed by the witnesses to be 
true and cast into jail where he obtained 
the alleged confession from the defendant. 
I hold now that such a confession so ob- 
tained by such means should be altogether 
rejected. Such à course on the part of 
the sworn oflicers of the law can not 
be denounced in terms too strong. 
It was a prostitution of the proc- 
ess of court; it was a corrupting 
of the very fountain-head of justice; the pure 
administration ofthe law and public policy 
imperatively demand that evidence 80 pro- 
cured should be spurned with infinite loathing 
whenever offered. Itistrue that the opinion 
of the majority condemns ‘as gently as any 
sucking dove’ the method of obtaining the 
alleged confession, but at the same time ac- 
cepts the fruits of the nefarious work. This is 
— in theory but approval in prac- 
tice. ’’ 


OTHER POINTS.

THE COLONEL REFUSES TO SUE THE PALL 
MALL GAZETTE FOR LIBEL. 


The Evening News Defends Hallett in an 
Interview—Full Details of the Exciting 
Episode at Ellingham Hall, Norfolk— 
The Scandal Alleged to Have Been 
Made Public by Capt. Selwyn. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 23.—The scandal con- 
cerning Col. Hughes-Hallett continues. The 
latter refuses to sue the Pail Mall for libel. 
The Evening News last evening contained 
fresh facts concerning the story, obtained 
during a personal interview with Col. Hallett. 
It says that the discovery of the intrigue with 
Miss Selwyn was made at the house of Mr. 
Henry Smith, a London barrister, who resides 
at Ellingham Hall, Norfolk. Mr. Smith and 
Miss Selwyn had, without Hallett’s request, 
been appointed joint guardians of his 
(Hallett’s) children by his first wife. Both 
the Colonel and Miss Selwyn were stopping at 
Ellingham Hall on a visit when the discovery 
of improper relations between them took 
place on the 5th of August last. According to 
the News, Mr. Smith’s suspicions had, it would 
appear, already has been aroused. At any 
rate, on this particular night he went around 
the house to assure himself that his guests 
were all safely abed. On coming to Col. 
Hallett's room at 1 o’clock Mr. Smith avers 
he found itempty.

PROBABLY FATAL. l 
The Knife Wound Inflicted by Frank Wedig 
Last Night. 


Frank Wedig, a lunch peddler, entered 
James Rothschild’s saloon on Eighth and 
Christy avenue about 7 o’clock last even- 
ing and soon became involved in a row with 
John Franklin, the lunch-counter keeper. 
The witnesses differ as to the cause of the row. 
Several parties saw Wedig approach the 
counter and afew moments later blows were 
being exchanged. Wedig drew aknife and 
plunged it into Franklin’s breast. about an 


inch below the right nipple, leaving 
the blade implanted. Wedig then ran 
from the saloon to Washington av 
enue, between Ninth and Tenth streets, 


where Detective Tracy arrested him while at- 
tempting to secrete himself behind a pile of 
debris onthe south side of the street. Franklin 
was taken to the City Hospital, where it was 
found on examination thathe was very seri- 
ously wounded. He ſdentifled his assailant, 
who was brought to his bed-side and then re. 
turned to the Four Courts. :
